Che Griple Crown 


If Bahram wins the Leger to-morrow he 
will be the first Irish-bred horse to achieve 
the triple crown since Galtee More, whose 
triumphs were cast in 1897. I am writing 
now without the book, so if anyone can 
contradict me I have an answer. I believe 
the last triple crown horse was Lady 
James Douglas 's Gainsborough, whose year 
‘was as long ago as 1918—a war year, and 
a substitute Derby to.boot. Those are 
facts’ which students of form consider 
attentively, because. the substitute Derby 
was run at Newmarket, where the course 
is different ! Gainsborough was an English- 
bred horse. In 1917 Gay Crusader won 
‘‘the crown,” and? Pommern won it in 
1915—all war years. Between 1915 and 
1903, when Sir J. Miller’s Rock Sand 
accounted for the three classics, no other 
triple crowner materialised. Good judges 
would probably regard Rock Sand as the 
Jast winner; for the reason that the three 
more recent wins were achieved during the 
war vears of “ New Derbys.”’ That brings 
me back to Galtee More, the hero of 1897. 
Bred at the famous Knockany Stud in Co. 
Tipperary by the late John Gubbins, 
Galtee More became a public hero. Even 
until to-day scribes adopt his name to 
cover their identity. 

The Knockany Stud is now the property 
of Mr. D. R. Browning, a relative of those 
noted Gubbins’s. His yearlings at Don- 
caster this week will command good prices. 
I must not forget to remark that although 
owned and bred by the Aga Khan, Bahram 
is Irish-bred in the County Kildare. 

I know a great many Irish people have 
gone to Doncaster to back Fairbairn. 
Tipsters talk of Plassy and others, and 


. Buckleigh’s win would also reflect credit 


on Ireland, but it is not every year that 
the possibility of a tmple crown achieve- 
ment comes the way of the old country, so 
let us hope Bahram will emulate his great 
fellow-countryman of 1897. 


Signs of .Autumn 


Is it too early to sing the dirge of 
summer? I hate to say so, but I am 
afraid it is time. Everywhere I see signs 
of Autumn’s intrusion—berries a" are 
reddening, days are shortening, and crisp, 
dry leaves are crackling under my 
fect on the. roads. A week ago the 
stacked sheaves in the cornfields were 
like guns in summer’s last bivouac, 
but now the fields are bare and 
stubbly, and the silence of antumn is: 
stealing over the countryside. “The lovely 
zooming sound of the threshing machine is 
over, too, and now the barns are full 
against the winter. The harvest is in 
early this year, as the first of September 
is considered a timely date for cutting the 
corn in most parts of the country. 

3ut summer is being particularly 
coguettish this year. For a few days last 
week I felt the nip of autumn and I made 
up my mind that warm days were, indeed, 
no more for another twelvemonth, but 
back she comes again for a day or two, 
and now I feel that like joy she has “ Her 
finger°ever at her lip, bidding adiea.’’ 

The meteorologists, too, have been very 
unsettling. They are promising a Saint 
Martin summer in September this year, 
so that now one may have to switch back 
a mind attuned to bright fires and pleasant 
books to sun-bathing and cool drinks. 
Well, we can always do with an extra bit 
of sun in this climate, so we hope they 
are right. 


Summer ‘Visitors 


Talking of autumn and silence reminds 
me of our departing guests—the birds. 
Already nearly all have left us. Early 
August or the end of July sees the last o* 
that portent of summer’s first flush—the 
cuckoo, and the swift leaves about the 
same time. A very exclusive visitor this; 
he comes late; sometimes it is mid-May 
before he arrives, and stays scarcely two 
months. I saw myself the hosting of a 
fiock of swifts a month ago. I was in a 
County Dublin garden when they suddenly 
appeared flying round and round, so low 


as nearly to brush e tops of the shrubs.

But these are not the only migrants. 
It appears that nearly every bird changes. 
its quarters at this time of they r-—even 
the most ho ing ones, like the 
blackbird and thrush, are said tu move 
to another district within a few miles of 
their summer haunt for the winter months. 
Much valuable information of this sort— 
the way of a bird in the air—has been 
collected in recent years by bird observa- 
tion stations, which are numerous now in 
North America. and Europe. A light 
aluminium ring bearing the name of the 
station and date is slipped on the leg of | 
any bird that can be approached, A vast 
and various ence ensues between 
stations in different countries on the sub- 
ject of bird recovery, and in this way 
many.of their travel habits are discovered 
and checked up. 


Savi ird Life 


It is comforting to know that, as well as 
collecting information about them, these 
bird observers give some thought to stop- 
ping the carnage among migrants that 
occurs in their bi-annual journeyings. Up 
to this lighthouses have been death-traps 
to hundreds of birds. The birds get 
dazzled by the light, to which they are at- 
tracted, and when trying to pass it do not 
see the unilluminated parts, and so dash 
themselves to death, or fall, stunned, into 
the sea. The Koyal Society for the Pro- 
tection of Birds in England has now taken 
steps to have perches set up around light- 
houses, so that the stunned and dazzled 
birds may have a place to’ recover and be 
able to continue their journey. I wonder 
if the same could not be done with the 
ships that travel the same path,.as I have 
frequently heard of decks littered - with 
little dead birds. 


A Railway AConument 


A railway is to have a State monument 
to itself in the United States, according 
to 'a recent decision of Congress and 
Senate. This is something unique and un- 
expected, even in America. An American 
visitor has shown me a photograph of the 
design for the monument, which takes the 
form of a pedestal, of the now familiar 
cenotaph type, surmounted by a model of 
the first steam engine to take a train into 
Washington. With its upright boiler the 
locomotive is described as looking like “a 
gigantic sloe gin bottle mounted on a 
modern section crew’s push car.” I have 
never seen a sloe gin bottle or tasted that 
particular liquor, but thé shape of the 
bottle is not unknown here. The monu- 
ment is to be erected on the site of the 
first Washington station, a two-storey 
wooden building, situated at what is now 
the intersection. of Pennsylvania and 
Second streets. It is the outcome of many 
years’ advocacy by Charles Colfax Long, a 
Washington resident, and is to mark the 
centenary—the Americans, by the way, use 
the less common word, centennial—of the 
first train to steam into Washington or 
the old Baltimore and Ohio railway. The 
train made a journey of forty miles from 
Baltimore with Federal and city officials, 
who had first to journey to Baltimore by 
horse transport. Ladies who travelled on 
it were put in the last carriage lest their 
frocks should catch fire from sparks from 
the wood-burning engine, as none of the 
carriages had tops or windows, Contem- 
porary opinion of steam transportation 
seems to have been sceptical of success. 
One Washington newspaper reluctantly 
agreed that the initial trip to the Federal 
capital in August, 1835, had been success- 
ful, but said “it would be as sensible to 
talk about bridging the Atlantic as to 
consider extending the line as far as the 
Ohio river.”

Profusely illustrated, the 
book also contains a valuable suggestion 
as to the use which the Government should 
assign to the Viceregal Lodge and its sur- 
roundings.

THE Third International Film Contest 
has just concluded at Venice, and 
| some of its awards are rather interesting. 
Waser ald have imagined, for example, 
that ‘‘ No Greater Glory ’’ would have won 
the prize for the ' most artistic ’’ forei 
film? It was shown in Dublin some weeks 
ago—a well-intentioned satire on war, with 
some excellent acting by a number of boys: 
—but I fancy that it struck more people 
as being rather too solemn and obvious to 
be a really good film. | 3 
The other prize films have not been seen: 
here yet, oh wg may be some time before 
they arrive. ‘‘ Band Concert,” the first 
Mickey Mouse film in colour, won the prize 
for the best cartoon, and it will probably 
find its way to Dublin eventually, “‘Becky 
Sharp,’ the best colour film, should 
follow, and possibly we may get a chance 
to see Elisabeth Bergner’s latest film, 
“ Escape Me Never,’’ which was one of the 
two British pictures to win a prize. The 
other British film, ‘‘ Sanders of the 
River,” is most unlikely to come here at 
all, as it has an ‘‘ imperialistic ’’ flavour 
which might cause trouble. I saw it in 
London some months ago, and its main 
characteristic was the fine singing of Paul 
Robeson, which, no doubt, went a long way 
to earn it the title of the best musical film 
of the vear. 


The Best Films 


DO not suppose that we shall see anv 
of the other prize-winners. “ Anna 
Karenina,’’ in which Greta Garbo 
appears, was adjudged the best foreign 
i. but at the moment there seems to be 
some doubt whether it will be released 
even in England. The best documentary 
film, ‘‘The Triumph of the Will.” is a 
German product whose export has been 
forbidden by Herr me TE cba be- 
cause it shows how remarkably well pre- 
pared for war his country is. I had the 
chance of seeing this film in Munich, 
and, although, the fact that it roused the 
audience to patriotic cheers shows how 
well it served its purpose, it would hardly 
be likely to make much appeal outside 
Germany. It is frankly a piece of propa- 
ganda, and is a record of speeches and 
procéssions, put together with great skill. 
The best avtor, according tothe Venetian 
judges, is Blanchart, of France, who 
appeared in a film version of Dostoiveskv’s 
‘Crime and Punishment,’ and the 
best actress is Paula Wessely, for her per- 
formance in “ Episode.” As our pro- 
grammes are almost limited to English 
and American films, we may have no 
opportunity to form our own judgment on 
these stars, though none of. us will have 
forgotten Paula Wessely’s acting in 
“ Masquerade in Vienna,’’ which came to 
Dublin earlier in the year..

N reading the results of such contests, 
one cannot help feeling how much 
Ireland is in a backwater so far as the 
cinema is concerned, The best films arrive 


here either very late or not. at all—a fact , 


which is due partly to the general scheme 
of distribution, and partly to the strictness 
of our censorship laws. However, there 
seems to be no remedy for it, and we must 
be content with what we can get. | 
It does seem a pity, though, that so few 
of the good Continental films come here. 
They do not suit the box-office because of | 
the language difficulty, and, not un- 
naturally, the Irish cinemas are unwillin 
to take a chance on them. If some kin 
of repertory cinema theatre could. be 
established it would cater for the com- 


aratively small public which would 
ike to see these films; and, although 
I know very well the difficulties 
that lie in the way, I cannot see 


that they are any greater than the difficul- 
ties that beset- a ‘‘ high-brow’’ theatre. 
At all events, the experiment has been 
tried with success in London, and, if 
some energetic person were to repeat it 
here, he might be pleasantly surprised.

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LICENCES DOUBLED 
IN 3 YEARS 


——— on 
PROSPECTS FOR THE 
» FUTURE 


T we are at present 71,000 licences for 


wireless sets in the Free State, an im- 
provement of 5,000 in five months of 
the present financial year over the total 
number for the vear 1934-35, and compared 
with 51,000 for the year 1933-34, and 33,000 
in the year 1932-35. The increase in licences 
reflects the public appreciation of the im- 
proved programmes that had been effected 
within recent months in their broadcasting 
service. pe 
These figures were disclosed by the Minister 


for Posts and Telegraphg. Mr. Gerald Boland, 


T.D., when declaring open the ninth Wireless 
and Gramophone Exhibition in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, last evening. The Minister, 
in the course of his speech, which was broad- 
cast, referred to the wonderful developments 
that had taken place in recent years in the 
use of wireless. It was now all so simple 
that it could be controlled by a child at a 
switch, and reception had made such im- 
mense strides that a set had become to the 
man of even moderate means as great a neces- 
sity, he might almost say. as his daily paper. 
That was true at any rate of those living in 
towns and villages. He was afraid, however, 
that the people in rural areas, to whom he 
would like to see the amenities of the wireless 
extended, had not yet been able to avail 
themselves of them generally. That was 
perhaps due to the high price which must 
necessarily be charged for sets, and it might 
also be that rural dwellers were somewhat 
slow to become radio-minded. He was sure 
these things would be remedied in time, and 
that the benefits of radio would be extended 
to the most distant corners of the country.

Those who put off buying an ordinary 
receiving set in the belief that by waiting a 
little longer they would be able to purchase a 
combined vision and sound receiver were 
altogether too optimistic. They should not 
let the prospects of television modify or 
interfere with their broadcasting plans. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin extended a 
cordial welcome to all present, and com- 
mented on the marked increase in the num- 
bers attending the exhibition compared with 
a few years ago. He was satisfied that this 
would prove the best exhibition that the 
traders of Dnblin ever had.

£75 per annum, but they could not pay that 
sum. Could the Council use their influence 
for the wiping out of that payment? 

The Chairman informed the deputation that 
the case put forward by them would be con- 
sidered sympathetically. ;

ALLEGED USE OF MOTOR 
BOAT

The Customs authorities at Strabane yester- 
day brought proceedings against William 
Young, jun., Donalong, asking for the con- 
demnation of a motor boat found moored in 
the River Foyle on May 28, on the ground 
that the boat had been used for the im- 
portation of uncustomed cattle. 

Mr. Edward Clark (Messrs. Elliott and 
Clark), who defended, said that the boat was 
found lying moored in the Foyle after cattle 
had been usa. This was purely a case of 
suspicion. 

Constable Hynes, of the Derry Customs 
patrol, said that on May 28 he was on duty 
with Constable Beattie at Donalong. At 
12.15 a.m. he heard a rowing boat, and 
then the noise of a motor boat. He also saw 
lights on the road leading down to the river 
and heard the noise of a motor car. At 2.55 
a.m. he heard cattle coming up the road from 
the water edge. There was a cyclist in front 
and two men behind the cattle, but they 
escaped. He seized twelve head of cattle, 
which were wet. On going down to the 
river he saw marks of cattle in the sand, and 
also saw a motor boat and a rowing boat on 
the river. 

- By Mr. Clark—The Free State border was

Sergeant Johnston said that when he 
examined the motor boat he found the mooring 
chain wet and the engine warm. He inter- 
viewed the defendant, a motor mechanic, who 
said that the boat had not been used for a 
considerable time and he could not account 
for the engine being warm when it was 
examined by the police. 

In reply to Mr. Clark, the witness said 
that he had never heard of boats, including 
those of the Foyle and Bann Fishery Com-. 
pany, being commandeered by smugglers, He 
gested that the motor boat was used to 
bring men across. .

good look at Dublin again. Revisiting 
Dublin is a heady business, disturbing at 


and train. After three years’ absence, 
the capital has for me an even more 
pleasant and hopeful aspect than on my 
ete visit after an absence of ten years. 
t is more reg ae and colourful, and, 
more of the better days of the Dublin of my 
of the better days of the Dublin of my 
youth than any other Dublin since. 

To be sure the critics are up in arms 
with epigrams and statistics, if you say a 
kind and lyrical word for the place, and 
this is a great virtue on the critics’ parts, 
since it is very evident they seek perfec- 
tion and refuse to accept substitutes. But 
their very eloquence and wit and capacity 
to cross their t’s and dot their i’s is a 
tribute to perennial Dublin qualities. The 
critics have told me the place is stuffy with 
mental fat, and all the brains have been 
buried in the earth, or exported, or sent 
into the Civil Service. 


AN OLD GAME 


But, strolling round the squares and 
streets, I know that cannot be true; for 
Dublin has her old beauty and dignity ; 
and: Dublin is at a very old game. The 
night before I left London I heard rumours 
of a great battle in progress, and that 
Mr. Brinsley Macnamara had scented 
blasphemy and worse in that salamagundi 
of Juno, genius, music-hall, Toller and 
dullness. Should dramatist eat dramatist, 
even on the most ethical grounds? O'Casey 
himself has sunk his teeth in ‘‘ Love on 
the Dole ' in the best Dublin manner, to 
vo ig of the English, who are a polite 
olk. 

When I landed in Dublin I found things 
were even worse than I expected, because 
I learnt that Mr. Sean O’Casey had staged 
a Black Mass, and put it across the 
innocent Abbey directors and the innocent 
playgoers of Dublin. I had not been long 
off the boet when an angry gentleman came 
into a tobacco shop and shouted: “TIT am 
an old Dublin Fusilier, and I love my 
religion, and this and that: to those ‘so- 
and-sos who ate making a jeer of us all 
on Government money.”

of Dublin, During the last few years the 
necessity for some planning of corporate 
activities has become more and more 
obvious, and, although the Greater Dublin 
Act of five years ago went some way 
towards the desired end, there have been 
so many developments since that time 
that something farther is needed. The 
framers of the Greater Dublin Act were 
wise enough to see that time would bring 
additional problems, 
tribunal is the result of one of their pro- 
visions. It has been set up to consider 
what alterations are necessary or desirable 
in the civic boundaries; whether there 
should be any re-adjustment of the 
financial relations of the city, county and 
local administrative areas, and whether 
some scheme tor joint local government or 
public health services should be estab- 
lished. Events, indeed, have shown that 
such an inquiry was needed. For one 
thing, the whole business of local govern- 
ment has become more important both to 
the State and its citizens—the increase in 
social services of every kind and the 
activity in housing and slum-clearance 
problems are two signs of the greater 
stress which is being laid upon it. Again, 
this increased importance makes it more 
than ever nevessary that local govern- 
ment shall be carried out properly; for 
the penalty of error has increased also 

The need for a general survey, therefore, 
is evident. Dublin’s population continues 
fo grow, and there is reason to think that 
the city will not develop in the right way 
unless some kind of provision is made for 
its future. If the city’s development is 
allowed to depend on piecemeal plans, 
divided authority and a general absence of 
foresight, there unfortunately can be only 
one result. 

We are glad to see that the Tribunal 
will not confine itself merely to questions 
of local. boundaries or administrative 
adjustments, but intends to consider the 
wider issues, Mr, Sean T, O'Kelly, in 
his. introductory speech on Saturday, 
showed fairly clearly that the State’s 
purpose was to provide for any new legis- 
lation that might be necessary ‘‘ in the 
light of experience or in the light of 
important new measures, such as the law 
for regional planning, coming into force 
in the early years of the new system.” 
The Tribunal’s work will be complicated 
enough, as is shown by the number of 
interested parties who have been invited 
to appear before it, and to present their 
own—possibly conflicting—points of view. 
Much of its success will depend upon the 
way in which it can reconcile the various 
local interests which are involved ; but its 
real value will lie in its ability to break 
away from the “ local ’’ tradition, and to 
provide Dublin, as a whole, with some 
form of government which is suited to its 
needs, Dublin, as the largest city of the 
State, the seat of government, and the 
centre of commerce and shipping, is 
important enough to be treated as a whole, 
not as a collection of parts. Much, there- 
fore, depends on the Tribunal; but 
almost as much depends upon the public. 
Civic reform, however possible it may be 
in theory, hardly can be obtained unless 
there is a sound backing of public opinion, 
and a desire for the common good which 
will outweigh personal or local interests. 
With this support, there is every likeli- 
hood that the Tribunal may be able to 
transform civic administration, and that 
‘‘ Greater Dublin ”' will become more than 
a name. Its members are entitled to all 
the help which can be given to them ; for, 
although it is true that the Tribunal has 
no executive or legislative power, its con- 
sidered advice is not likely to be ignored. 


The Eternal Feminine 


One touch of Paris is rapidly making 
the whole world kin. A message from 
Kabul relates that the traditional cos- 
tumes of Afghan women of the upper 
class soon will be a thing of the past. The 
Queen has succumbed to the delights of 
the Rue de la Paix, and her subjects 
hasten to follow her example. Among 
the men the transition from the old to 
the new in sartorial matters is even more 
marked, and the black coat and striped 
trousers have become the only wear for 
public servants and high officials. In 
Afghanistan this change is a matter of 
taste. The young ladies adopt the 
fashions of Europe because they prefer 
them to their own, In Turkey, however, 
things are managed in another way. A 
decree has gone forth in thirty-five of the 
most important cities to the effect that 
the women must abandon the old Moslem 
dresses before the beginning of October, or 
suffer severe penalties. Already many of 
the younger women have been touched by 
the spirit of change and have adopted of 
their own accord the Western modes re- 
commended by the oddly named Kemal 
Ataturk. | Unless the natural perversity 
of women moves them to rebel against 
them, now that they have become obliga- 
tory, the new order will be no hardship 
among the younger set; but ladies of more 
mature age have been faithful to the old 
black robe and the heavy veil, and it may 
be that they will show fight against this 
threat. to their liberties. If they do, we 
shall be among the first to hail them as 
defenders of an old régime, which, to our 
mind, is preferable to the new. The 
world loses much by the slavish adoption 
of sophisticated modes, which everywhere 
tends to remove the picturesque indivi- 
duality of the countries.

NATION'S DEBT TO PRESS 
“Maige Baoi 
TRIBUTE FROM BRITISH 
PREMIER 


Mr. Alan Pitt Robbins, in his presidential 
address at the Institute of Jouralists’ Con- 
ference in London yesterday, said that the 
nation as a whole should remember the great 
debt it owed to its Press. | 

At a time when attempts, successful for 
the time being, were being made in many 
lands to muzzle and curb the Press the 
politicians and public men who considered 
that an easy way of obtaiming a cheap laugh 
was to éneer at the Press might do well to re- 
member the passage in ' The Letters of 
Junius ’’—‘‘ The liberty of the Press is the 
palladium of all the civil, political and 
religious rights. 

““A few oi our politicians talk airily of 
curbing the activities of the Press,’’ said Mr. 
Robbins. ‘Let them realise that the only 
man who wants to see a muzzled Press is 
the man who aspires to the office of dictator, 

** The member of Parliament would do well 
to remember that the disappearance of a free 
Press in Britain might also mean his own 
removal from his special sphere of activity.” 

The British Premier's opinion of journa- 
lists was éxpfessed in a letter to the Con- 
ference. “It is hard to exaggerate the in- 
fluence and responsibility of journalists to- 
day,” wrote. Mr. Baldwin. “ On the accuracy 
of the information they supply, the fairness 
of their comments, and the wisdom of their 
advice, depends to no small extent the 
political judgment of those who may not 
otherwise be in touch with the working of 
the political and economic machinery of the 


world.

He declares that he must preserve 
his faith, but that he will not do anything 
to injure the party. In the circumstances 
it seems that nothing can be done but 
that all parties must agree to differ. Mr 
Lansbury, however, is the more consistent 
of the parties in his attitude to armed 
force. 


The New Minister from Iraq 


The Royal Iraqi Legation in London has 
lacked the services of a Minister since th. 
end of last year; when General Jafar Pashia 
was called to Baghdad, where he is now 
Minister of Defence. A new Iraqi Minister 
has now taken up his post in the Al: 
Jaudat Beg, who, apart from occupying 
several Cabinet positions in former years, 
was recently the late King Faisal’s 
Chamberlain, King Ghazi’s Chamberlain, 
and still later Prime Minister of Iraq. He 
resigned from the Premiership early this 
year. For some weeks this summer Ali 
Jaudat Beg has been staying with his 
family at Bournemouth. Both the new 
Minister and his wife speak fluent English, 
and their two sons and one daughter have 
a remarkable acquaintance with: our 
tongue. Ali Jaudat Beg, who has a ver) 
attractive personality, is enthusiastic over 
his new post, and looks forward eagerly 
to a still more intimate connection between 
his own country and Great Britain. The 
links between them, he insists, are not 
merely sentimental, but also real, and one 
particular project, which he thinks wil! 
be of benefit both to Iraq and Britain, is 
the building of a railway from Baghdad 
to Haifa It must be confessed, however, 
that there is at present no sign of thie 
millions of capital required for such an 
enterprise. 


Senator Huey Long 


The attempted murder of Senator Huey 
Long, sensational in a country of sensa- 
tional happenings, took place in the State- 
house of Baton Rouge. This was built by 
the Senator at a cost of £1,000,000 in the 
capital of his State of Louisiana. Mr. 
Long was forty-two eleven days ago, when, 
after a very long period of popularity, he 
experienced a sharp rebuff in the neigh- 
bouring ‘State of Mississippi, where the 
anti-Long Democratic candidate for the 
Governorship of that State was elected by 
a majority of 11,000. His victory was due 
chiefly to the energy of Senator Bilbo, a 
figure not unlike Long. The two men hate 
each other bitterly, and have been carry- 
ing on a feud for a long time past. The 
Bilbo victory put a check to Mr. I.ong’s 
attempt to control the South, and his 
political stock fell heavily. It is said that, 
ase from his political activities, Mr.

A Railway Film 


The Great Western Railway Company 
has had prepared a sound film dealing 
with the historical aspect of the birth and 
development of the railway. Well-known 
artists have impersonated famous figures 
connected at various times with the rail- 
way, including Robert Bright, Brunel, 
Gooch and other outstanding characters, 
and many sources have been drawn on fur 
genuine relics of bygone railway days tv 
enable the scenes to be enacted in tlie 
correct atmosphere. Much of the work has 
been done in the film studios, but opera- 
tions also have been carried on out-of- 
doors at various parts on the system. The 
opening scene is the meeting held at Bristo! 
on July 30, 1833, at which it was decided 
to form the company.

The closing 
sequences of the film give glimpses of the 
numerous resorts served by the railway, 
and of traffic operations, followed by a 
glimpse at the variety of processes at 
Swindon locomotive works, whereby the 
spectator 1s enabled to see a locomotive 
‘built ” in a few minutes. 


Tracks for Bicyclists 


Mr. Hore-Belisha has reached a decision 
on the compulsory use of special tracks by 
cyclists after a lice census in the 
Western avenue. is was preceded by a 
census arranged by the Ministry oí 
Transport. The first showed that 80 pe: 
cent. of the cyclists entering Wester 
avenue used the tracks, while the second 
revealed that in three hours 1,171 used the 
tracks and 46 the road. Some time ago 
Mr. Hore-Belisha said, in reply to a Par- 
liamentary question, that he was not yet 
considering a compulsory use of the 
tracks, and he has come now to the con- 
clusion that, as the cyclists are using the 
tracks in such numbers, any action is un- 
necessary. 


Milk Prices 


The Milk Board intends to make an 
increase of nearly a halfpenny a gallon in 
the wholesale price of milk. It will come 
into operation under the new contract next 
month. This will be a boon for dai’) 
farmers during the year, as it will give 
them an additional £800,000. Strange!) 
enough, the consumer will not be mace 
to pay for this concession, as the Boar! 
proposes that there shall be no increase 
in the retail price. As a result the dis- 
tributors’ margin will be reduced by about 
a halfpenny a gallon, and the general 
opinion is that they can bear this smai! 
increase in price quite comfortably.

don in November, 1914. _ 

Carl went on his desperate ~ay with 
several narrow shaves, and event ally got 
to New York. He tells the story of 
Germany’s warning the ‘passengers of the 
Lusitanig, and says that the ‘‘ Anglophile 
Press played on the national feelings of 
the Americans,’’ and said: “ Let us see 
whether Germany will dare to anger the 
United States. ‘he laws of war are only 
applicable to small nations.” . He saw the 
Lusitania leave harbour, and he says: 
‘‘ Gormany kept her word and carried out 
her threat.”

VIEWS OF PRESIDENT 
OF THE CONGRESS 


From Our CORRESPONDENT.

“We Celts believe that we can equally 
well, if not. better, serve the British Com- 
mouwealth by not surrendering our special 
racial charactéristics and our tongue.” This 
was the declaration of the Welsh President 
of the Celtic Congress, the Rev. Dr. G. 
Hartwell Jones, when he preached last night 
in St. John's Parish Charch.. Cardiff. 


The Congress begins its proceedings to- 
morrow. “The Celts are proud of their 


common and inalienable heritage as <itizens 
of Britain. They are not bigoted in their 
cultural conceptions. At the same time what 
patriot can contemplate with equanimity the 

ssibility of all the elements composing the 
United Kingdom or the British Empire being 
reduced to a colourless unitormity. To say 
the léast, it wou'd be a thousand pities were 
we to barter away our idealism and receive 
in exchange what is vaguely ‘called economic 
officiency.”” The President spoke on the sub- 
icct of religion and Janguage. He said that 
aim voicing the soul and its aspirations, 
grew with the racé, anc revealed its con- 
stitution and morale; it chronicled the 
names and exploits of national heroes, ancient 
laws and origins of religion: in a word, the 
language was a king of the incarnation of 
the race, 


THE CHURCH 
The Church, he said, had proved an 
effective instrument in keeping verna- 
culars alive, and its translations 


of the Bible had set a permanent stan- 
dard like the noble authorised version of 
Luther’s translation into German or Bishop 
Morgan’s into Welsh. Literature owed a 
great debt to its priests: when the Court 
was hostile to the fine old British language, 
and. the aristocratic classes took their cue 
from the Court, it was the Church that en- 
abled the language tc keen its grip on the 
middle and peasant classes. 

Wales, an hundred thousand of whose 
people were shown in the last census to 
speak Welsh only, has always been strong 
in Celtic activities, and Cardiff, as the 
Principality’s capital, is giving @ most cordial 
welcome to the delegates. It’ has been re- 
called, indeed, that though the first congress 
was held in Ireland, it had been planned 
first at the Eisteddfod of 1899. 


VOLUNTARY EFFORT 


The national daily of Wales, the Western 
Mail, says in its leading article this morning 
bidding welcome to the Congress :—‘‘ Cardiff 
remains essentially a Welsh city, aid prevail- 
ing currents of thought are actively 
sympathetic to the purpose of the Congress. 
That purpose may be summed up as the 
fuller development of Celtic racialism.”” The 
leader continues that tacial exclusiveness does 
not prevail in Britain any more than racial 
purity, and it was not the State's policy to 
enforce uniform standards of speech or 
thought. It was the aspect of racial revival 
by voluntary effort which engaged the atten- 
tion of the Celtic Congress, and it was always 
recognised that the main obstacles to revival 
lay in the inadequacy of racial consciousness 
on the part of Celtic nations, and the in 
ability so far to give effective expression to 
such consciousness as existed. In manv 
instances the expression was a mere pious 
futility; there was a lack of ardour, con- 
stancy, and clear purposefulness, and the 
Celtic Congress itself had betrayed evidence 
of the fact. Nor was there a vivid sense 
of unity on the part of the Celtic rations. 
Each was largely content to go its own way.

MUSIC AND POETRY OF 
OLDEN DAYS 


-“ 


The first paper of the Congress was 1ead 
tc-night at University College wy 4: J. 
Lioyd Williams, who spoke on Welsh music 
during the sixth and seventh centuries afd 
its relation to Irish music. From the sixth 
to the ninth century, he told the Congress, 
the standard of Christianity and of classical 
culture was higher in Ireland than in any 
other country in the world. From this on the 
position of church music in Ireland was an 
important one, and, if anything, more impor- 
tant than in Wales. . Most of it is not in 
we or minor scale, but in ancient Dorian 
scale. ''My point is that this is instinctive 
as expression of laughter or grief, and is 
not acquired or learned from Hebrew or 
Greek cultures.”’ . 

During the golden age of Wales. the re- 
lations between Ireland and Wales were very 
intimate. First of all, Christianity was intro- 
duced to Ireland from Wales, and soon Irish 
students were studying in Wales to. the later 
benefit of both countries. 

Dr. Lloyd Williams referred to the poem’ 
of a sixth century bard of North Wales, which 
had been the subject of much controversy, He 
said that some English authorities denied 
that these were really of the sixth century. 
They suggested that the form and structure 
and metre were so wonderful as to prove that 
the poems were of a later date. The speaker 
maintained that the poems proved those 
centuries to have been a golden age of poetry 
and music, 

Dr. Lloyd Williams also made a novel con- 
tention im regard to the origin of the 


‘Gregorian chant and much of the Catholic 


Church liturgy He said a great deal had 
been written about tracing the early Church 
music to Hebrew and ancient Greek sources. 
He maintained that there was no need to pos- 
tulate anything. “We have in Wales and 
other countries a curious phenomenon in the 
case of eloquent preachers and old country 
fellows praying aloud. They get into a kind 
of sing-song, which we call hwyl youget. The 
same sort of chanting sing-song is in 
Gregorian music and much of the Catholic 
liturgy:

ORIGIN OF THE “ DAWN 
MAN ” 


A theory that the ‘dawn man” sprang 
from apes which in the dim past swarmed 
in vast numbers in dense forests in India, 
and that, in wons of time, he wandered to 
Europe and Africa, and then by way of. the 
Behring Straits to North America, was pro- 
ET ra by Sir Arthur Smith Woodward in 
ms presidential address to the Anthropo- 
logical section. 3 . 

According to our present knowledge, he 
said, the links which connected .apes. with 
man are most likely to be found in South- 
Central Asia. The east to west ridge of the 
Himalayan Mountains was gradually raised 
up at the time when Northern India was 
covered with a great forest which swarmed 
with apes of many kinds. The formation. of 
the ridge separated off a northern portion of 
the forest, which became subject to com- 
paratively inclement conditions. The apes, 
stranded in this northern portion, would be 
disturbed by the extensive destruction of the 
trees, and the survivors ‘would be driven to 
be ground apes and change their habits of 
feeding. They would thus be modified in the 
direction of man. 

The fragments of the oldest fossil men, he 
said, were all found on the bounding line 
of the Euro-Asiatic continental area. The 


Piltdown skull and Heidelberg man were 


found on the western margin of Europe, 
another fossil man was found in the southern 
margin of Asia, and a fourth close. to the 
Eastern coast of Asia. If human types were 
evolving near Central Asia, the places of 
these actual discoveries were in a partial ring 
round the source. These primitive men must 
have been nearly contemporaneous, The 
Piltdown skull, which was found in a flood 
deposit, was of the same age as the river 
gravel itself. Most significant of all the 
fossils contemporaneous with the gravel and 
the skell was a piece of bone, sixteen inches 
long, which had been worked by man nearly 
into the shape of the blade of a cricket bat. 
Direct comparison showed that this piece 


was flaked from the middle portion 
of an: elephant’s thigh bone, which was 
about five feet in length. It, therefore, 


represented an elephant larger than the 
mammoth of the Middle Pleistocene and 
later date, and doubtless belonged to one of 
the gigantic Lower Pleistocene elephants. 
(The Pleistocene is the period of geological 
time which saw the coming of the Great 


Ice Age.) 
SIMILARITY OF HABIT 


It ts interesting to notice, Sir Arthur said, 
that at the east and west extremes of their 
range these dawn men had attained much 
the same grade in the habits of daily life. 
The primitive man in Asia made small stone 
instruments by the rude working of flakes. 
He cut deer antlers into short lengths, and 
seems to have used the bases of the antlers 
as hammers. Bits of bram-case seem to 
have been made into cups; some of the upper 
jaws were evidently used as files, and some 
of the lower jaws as small picks. The long 
bones were often broken to extract the 
marrow. He was also acquainted with the 
use of fire, and numerous successive hearths 
were found in his dwelling-places 

The Piltdown man, similarly, made rude 
stone implements by the chipping of flakes 
of varied shape, and he also worked in such 
a way as to suggest that he had previously 
used wood, He also had hammer stones, and 
he split long bones, doubtless for extracting 
the marrow. He was similarly acquainted 
with the use of fire, as shown by the dis- 
covery in the Piltdown gravel of charcoal 
and burnt flints, which include stones in- 
distinguishable from the. '“ pot-boilers’’ of 
later periods. : 

The next, stage—that of Neanderthal man— 
was much better known, because man had 
leaemed to bury his dead in security. Burials 
in caves revealed a comparatively high Nean- 
derthal type in Palestine, and a low and 
bestial type in Western Europe. The first 
was, therefore, nearer the original source,

MODERN MAN IN THE © 


MAKING 


At last, Sir Arthur went on, through the 
discoveries of Miss Dorothy Garrod and Mr. 
Theodoré McCown in the caves of Mount 
Carme!, Palestine, we seem to be approach- 
ing that source. They have disentombed a 
series Of buried skeletons which ara nearly 
complete, and, according to the preliminary 
reports on the collection by Mr. MeCown and 
Sir Arthur Keith, they belong to a race 
which exhibited a remarkable mingling oi the 
characters of Neanderthal and modern man.

that during the Pleistocene period there was 
direct communication between Europe and 
Atrica, either through Gibraltar or through 
Sicily and Malta. On the othar hand, he 
said, the latest discoveries of fossil mammals 
in the caves of Palestine and Syria showed 
that during the early half of the Pleistocene 
period Asia and North Africa were much more 
closely connected than ‘they had been since. 
The explanation of the partial identity 
between the Pleistocene mammals of Africa 
andi Europe was probably that they had a 
common origin in Asia, and diverged west 
in two different directions—southward and 
The earliest races of men, too, 
must have reached Western Europe by that 
route. 

Similarly, at the eastern extremity of Asia, 
thtre must have been a direct, connection in 
at least part of the first half of the 


the region of the Behring Straits, which 
allowed the mammoth, bison, sheep, goat, 
elk, wapiti, reindeer and black bear to reach 
America for the first time. During the 
latter part of the Pleistocene pers man, 
who made stone implements by the technique 
which was still practised by the modern 
North American Indians, was very widely 
distributed over the Continent of America. 

In Australia man was certainly: an immi- 
grant from- overseas, but he reached the 
country. when various relatively large 
Pleistocene mammals were still living there. 
A skull found in Queensland directly 
associated with mammalian remains was 
essentially the same as that of the existing 
Australian aborigines, who had retained a 
mode of life like that of the latest Paleolithic 
hunters of the mainland. Some of the immi- 
grants evidently took with them a semi- 
domesticated dog, the dingo, of which fossil 
remains had been found in old inhabited

LUCK 


The belief in the luck of the black cat was 
comparatively new, and the omen of the 
winding sheet, formed by the spluttering 
candle, was dead, and the omen of the death 
watch beetle was nearly dead. Dr. 
Margaret Murray made these statements in 
a paper on.“ The Dating of Folk-Lore.”’ 
The belief in the luck of the black cat was 
so comparatively new, she said, that when 
she was a child she had no idea of it, and 
the cats she had were mostly tabbies. It 
appeared to be a local custom which had 
x tg In Yorkshire folk-lore suggested 
that the black cat had a certain amount of 
luck about it:— 

‘* Whenever the cat of the house be black, 

Lassies the lovers will never Jack.’’ 
A superstition which had gone altogether 


was that of candles—the spluttering candle 
forming a shroud or winding-sheet, ;which 
was an omen of death to the person to whom 
it turned. The candle omen began to decay 
when candles were no longer home-made, but 
families used machine-made candles which 
did not splutter and gutter. The omen was 
finally extinguished when electric light was 
introduced. 

A potato was supposed to have curative 
qualities, and, carried in the pocket, was 
said to cure rheumatism. When it had turned 
black, it meant that the rheumatism had 
gone into the potato, and the believer in the 
superstition must get a new one. The 
potato, said Dr. Murray, is of great efficacy 
if carried in the pocket when you go in to 
an examination — leaghtes). As a lecturer in 
a university, 1 know “how many objects 
students will carry, an ancient coin is extra- 
ordinarily useful, and so is a small potato— 
two, perhaps, if you are very frightened. 

A form of superstition which was very 
strongly believed in in nag orf places a few 
years ago was termed the death-watch beetle. 
But ever since the repairs were carried out 
at Westminster Hall, and information about 
the death-watch beetle was broadcast in the 
newspapers, I do not think that many believe 
in it any more. 

Another superstition which was very 
common, and which most peo»le were inclined 
to put down to the Greet Wer, wes that of 
the bad luck of lighting three cigarettes with 
one match. She believed, for a very definite 
reason, that that went back to the Boer War, 
when our Army was not accustomed to the 
extraordinarily good shooting of the Boers. 
The lightin of three cigarettes with one 
match would give the Boer marksman 
sufficient. time to hit his target. The super- 
stition had now changed its form, and was 
associated with the general bad luck of using 
one match to light three cigarettes.

ZOOLOGY 
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ATTACK ON DARWINIAN 
THEORY 
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Professor MacBride’s attack on the Dar- 


winian theory of natural selection occurred 


during a discussion on the sectional presi- 
dential address given last week by Professor 
F. Balfour-Browne, who himself questioned 
me adequacy of the theory of natural selec- 
ion, 

The doctrine of natural selection as the 
¢ause of evolution, said Professor MacBride, 
to my mind, is a complete fraud. It is worse 
than a fallacy. It is a truism. In one sense 
it must be true, because it is obvious to a 
child in the early stages of an elementary 
school that, after all, the children of the 
next generation must be born from grown-up 
people.. In other words, the next generation 
must have arisen from those of a former one; 
so that the survival of the fittest simply 
means that the survivors survive. [Laughter.) 
But Darwin, without expressly “saying so, 
assumed something else. He assumed that by 
chance, for no assignable reason, in every 
species inheritable variations were turning up, 
and that the chance correspondénce of one of 
the inheritable variations with the uire- 
ments of the ‘environment determined the 
survival of that individual, and so led to a 
difference in character in the next generation, 
if such a difference was required, 

The doctrine of natural selection : means 
evolution by chance, All the attacks. of 
Darwin's opponents on this interpretation 
were justified. They are as true to-day as 
when they were made fifty years ago. The 
reason why they did not prevail was psycho: 
logical, Darwin’s * Origin of Species’’’ coin- 
cided with the general feeling of revolt 
against traditional, authority. ‘As popularl 7 
ek aig. this theory gave to the younger 


members of the community a splendid stick 
with which to beat Moses, (Laughter.) Any 
one who raised objections was howled down. 


But natural selection does resolve itself 
into chance, and nothing else.. As time went 
on, two or three painstaking naturalists de- 
termined to test whether these fluctuating 
variations which each species does exhibit, 
were, or were not, inheritable, The thing 
was tested in three groups of living 
organisms, as far removed from one another 
a, it is possible to conceive, and in each of 
the three cases an identical regult was ob- 
tained—that fluctuating variations are not 
inheritable. 

Professor MacBride offered one possible ex- 
planation—“‘Is habit carried on as an ac- 
: Csenly ingrained habit, trans- 
mitted in smell degree to the child?’ he 
asked. ‘‘If that is true, the whole problem 
of evoiation is solved. This process is in- 
finitely smaller than most people have any 
conception of. Experimentally we can only 
hope within the lifetime of an investigator to 
find some traces of it, and we have fornd in 
our experiments unmistakable traces of it.”

Useful work has already. been done by the 
North Australia aerial survey, and privately 
by such organisations as the Mackey Aerial 
Ee edition, which has just returned to 
Sydney, after having covered 180,000 square 
miles of the interior, and mapped a largo

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Two new Soviet towns, for populations of 
50,000 and 25,000: respéctively; are being laid 
out in the neighbourhood of Lake Imandra, 
in the Arctic region of Russia. The sites are

Joan of Arc has more statues than any 
other national hero in the world. It has been 
calculated that there are 40,000 statues of the 
Maid of Orleans in France, and there is no 
doubt that the figure is accurate, since France 
is divided into 38,009 communes and ea 
commune has at least one statue of St. Joan. 
Statues of Joan of Arc are in constant de- 
mand. A_ bronze-founder - states that he 
delivers one statue of Joan of Arc week. 
Every city and nearly every church has its 
statue of the martyr-maid. 

Orleans, which Joan delivered from the 
English in 1429, and where a “ procession of 
gratitude”? is held every year, holds the 
record for statues of the saint. The guardian 
of the Joan of Arc Museum in Orleans is 
the custodian of more than 200 statues of 
her. Some of these statues are only a foot 
high, while at the other end of the scale 
they are more than life-size. They are made 
of bronze, wood, glass, chinaware, stone, and 
even granite. | | 

Joan in bronze rides her horse proudly in 
Orleans, Paris and Rheims. In Orleans one 
statue stands on the spot where she pat the 
English to flight, another is in the market 
place, and a third tops the steeple of a 
church. | 

But of ‘all these statues of the saint, none 
is more impressive than that sculptured by 
Real del Sarte, showing the maid im an atti- 
tude of sacrifice, which stands in Rouen on 
the spot where she was burned. It bears in 
its every line the inspiration born of admira- 
tion for the peasant girl who saved her 
country. The old houses that overlook the 
spot where the statue stands are practically 
the same as those which were there on the 
day of her martyrdom, and one cannot look 
upon them without seeing the latticed 
windows filled with faces of spectators above 
the heads of the crowd held back by men-at- 
arms, All Rouen is filled with Joan of Are, 
and the incidents of her captivity and trial 
seem to linger and still live in ancient 
tower where she was tried.

The Racecourse Betting Control Board of 
England announce an _ interesting new 
departure in the special double event pool to 
be run in connection with the Cesarewitch 
and Cambridgeshire this year. The pool will 
open on September 13, and thereafter tickets 
will be on sale at each racecourse on days 
when racing is taking place. up to and in- 
cluding October 16 at Newmarket. 
The cost of the tickets will vary accord- 
ing to the date on which they are bought. 
Up to September 21 they will be obtainable 
at 2s. 6d. each. After that date, and up to 
and including October 5, they will cost 5s. ; 
from October 7, up to and including October 
12, the price will be 7s. 6d. each; and from 
October 14 until the “off” of the Cesare- 
witch the price will be 10s. per ticket. 

The terms are “all in, run or not.” No 
exchanges or refunds will be allowed, and 
“ one horse may be nominated for each 


popular with the public, and that there will 
be many who will take advantage of a long 
shot at less than the maximum price. In 
the past there has been no advantage in 
buying a special double ticket before the 
declarations are published for the first leg of 
the double. 

The new system is designed to give 
members of the public who attend race meet- 
ings after September 13 an opportunity of 
buying tickets at prices more mm accordance 
with the uncertainty of the runners some 
weeks before the Cesarewitch. Thus at 
Alexandra Park on September 14 a backer 
may buy a ticket at 2s. 6d. for which he 
would have to pay 10s. if he waited until 
he went to Newmarket on October 16. 

It should be emphasised that the dividend 
on the 2s. 6d. winning combination will be 
exactly the same as on the winning ticket 
for which 5s., 7s. 6d. or 10s. has been paid.
